(DI GEST OF PROPOSED 1ST SUBSTI TUTE)

Provides that, upon request, the departnent shal
di scl ose the fact that a report was received and the status of
any investigation, unless the departnment has a reason to
believe disclosing such information nmay conpromse the
investigation or the safety or well-being of a vulnerable
adul t.

Provi des that, upon request, the departnent shall provide
a witten report of the outcone of the conpleted investigation
to an agency, program or provider serving a vul nerable adult.
The nane of the alleged perpetrator may be disclosed. The
report on the outcone of an investigation nust include, at a
mnimum a determnation by the departnent as to whether or
not an incident of abuse, neglect, abandonnent, or financi al
expl oitation has occurred. The departnent shall not disclose
the identity of the person nmaking the report to the departnent
or any witness wi thout such individual's witten perm ssion.

Provides that upon request of a legislator or a state
agency as defined in RCW 42.17.020 serving vul nerable adults
or children, the departnent will disclose the results of an
i nvestigation under chapter 74.34.RCW 1In cases where the
departnent determ nes that an incident of abuse, abandonnent,
negl ect, or financial exploitation is founded, the requestor
shall be infornmed whether the finding is initial, subject to
the alleged perpetrator's right to an admnistrative appeal
or final, followi ng the adm nistrative appeal process.

Directs the departnment to establish by rule a state
registry that contains identifying information about
i ndividuals investigated under this chapter found to have
abused, abandoned, neglected, or financially exploited a
vul nerable adult. Information provided under this chapter is
l[imted to postdue process findings nade by the departnent
under this chapter. Contingent on resources, the departnent
shall nake readily available to the public a neans to query
the state registry to determne if an individual has been
found by the departnent to have abused, abandoned, negl ected,
or financially exploited a vul nerable adult.
